dent, issugla circular amending the. 
existing regulation in regard to ime | 
portations under consular seal, so as | 
to require an officer of the United 
States, authorized to act in the prem- 
ises in foreign contiguous territory, 
to a careful comparison of the con- 
tenta of care-with the manifest, and to 
close and seal the openings of the 
cars. On arrival at any frontier port, 
of cars thus secured with consular 
seals, entry in triplicate will be re- 
quired of contonts of such cars, show- 
ing marks, numbers of packages, con- 
tents, quantity, value, consignor and 
consignee. Such entry may be made 
by the agent of the railroad company 
and need nut to be verified by oath, 
The basis. of the entry will be the 
manifest accompanying car, and it 
will not be neceseary to unload mer- 
chandise unless the manifest is re- 
garded by the collector as too indef- 
inite forthe purpose of making the 
entry, or he has other valid reasons 
for an inspection of the contents of the 
car. Assistant Secretary Spaulding 
said the object of the amendment is 
solely for the “protection of revenue; 
Collectors are enjoined to take all 
proper measures to prevent: nnpeces- 
sary detention of cars. If, on exami- 
nation, consular seals are found to be 
in tactand entry made as required, 
the car can oe further secrred by cus- 
tom locks and forwarded to destina- 
tion by the duly bonded route. If 
consular seals have been removed or 
tampered with before arrival at the 
frontier, the car can be detained and 
entry be required as in the tase in 
ordinary importations.
